Calling the probe "an inherent threat” to the 
.‘Vaerican trade union movement, Katz said he will seek 
an injunction against the commission probe in federal 
court. 

He said Local 54 President Frank Gerace and the 
union have won backing on the constitutional argument 
from a dozen labor oganizations, including the state 
AFL-CIO in both New Jersey and Pennsylvania. ' 

State AFL-CIO attorney Thomas Foy said-such 
state regulation could set a dangerous precedent and 
lead to repression of labor unions, especially in unfriend¬ 
ly Southern and Southwestern states. 


Other labor leaders were less discreet in their op¬ 
position to the commission probe. 

“I think it stinks. Why should the Casino Control 
Commission tell us who can represent people in a casino 
or anywhere else?” said Joseph Menardi, president of 
the Atlantic County Central Labor Council (CLC). 

“I think it's good to keep rackets out of casinos, but 
I don't see regulations that keep unions out just because 
you know Joe Blow who happens to be an unsavory 
charades,” Menardi said. 

Brown and Zazzali were sensitive to charges they 
are harasing the labor movement. “I’m just following 
the statute,” Brown said. 

Zazzali said state efforts should “in no way be con¬ 
strued as being anti-union." He said the revocation 
request and a companion move stepping up probes into 
possible organized crime infiltration, are "measures de¬ 
signed to protect both the workers and the legitimate 
unions from domination by unsavory elements.” 

The attorney general’s statement also echoed the 
fears expressed by the labor movement. 

"I trust that the casino industry will not exploit this 
program in order to discourage employes from exercis¬ 
ing their statutory and constitutional rights to join labor 
organizations, nor legitimate unions from exercising 
their correlative rights to organize the unorganized,” 
Zazzali said. 

Brown said the charges against Bocal 54 will, con¬ 
tain few “bombshells" ana will concentrate on activities 
by union officials which are banned by the Casino Com 
trol Act. • •

Local 54 President Jack Brown left to become maitre d’ 
hotel at Resorts International, the probe will deal with 
the relationships and actions of deceased union 
secretary-treasurer Robert J. Lumio and Local 54 
organizer Frank Materio, Brown said.

• Materio put up his Ventrior home as collateral for 
the bail bond of Scarfo’s co-defendants in the murder 
trial. 

• Materio has a 1957 conviction pn federal book¬ 
making charges that later was expunged by former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 

In December, Gerace defended his actions in ap¬ 
pointing Materio and supporting Lumio’s election as 
secretary-treasurer. 

He maintained that he never would allow outside

William Downey, president of the 
Casino Hotel Association, said, "We’re 
supportive of the commission. We are as 
concerned about the integrity of the 
industry as the state is (and) I’m hopeful 
the labor movement would be as con¬ 
cerned as we are." 

"If there are people involved (with 
unions) who do not meet standards set by 
the state, then they, as we, would have to 
step aside," Downey said, insisting that 
the casino industry is not anti-union. 

"We do accept a union environ¬ 
ment,” he said. "Our strongest allies be¬ 
fore the casinos opened, the one group we 
counted on tremendously, has been the 
labor movement." 

Asked about the charges against 
Local 54, Downey said, "Guilt by associa¬ 
tion is somewhat nebulous. I do think the 
state can be unduly harsh on people who 
happen to know somebody.”

Don Buzney, director of personnel 
for Bally’s Park Place and chairman of 
the Casino Hotel Association’s labor rela¬ 
tions subcommittee, also defended the 
commission’s ruling.

“I don’t believe that our employes, 
in general, need a union to deal with us. If 
they make that choice, it’s Up to them,” 
Bybee said.
